as possible an infeiior ink will be the 
result After the carbon and gum have 
been mixed the pi oduct has to be slow 
ly and caiefull} dried The high polish 
is said to be produced with tree wax 


Europeans have produced ink equal 


If not superloi to the genuine Chinese 
article The reason why the manufac 
tiire has remained chiefly in eastern
